After The Latest Cuts By The NDP Provincial Government, You better Believe We Need It 



As the provincial NDP Gov- 
ernment has drastically altered 
it's budget and cut the grants, 
while increasing the cost of piost 
secondcuy education, the reasons 
for having a food bank on campus 
as a jjermanent fixture have only 
intensified. 

Origin of having a student food 
bank came frQn\ other universi- 
ties such as U of T. Especially in 
the last two years, its become 
obvious that Universities are not 
immune to deterioration of the 
socio-economic climate. In fact, 
students are. and will continue, 
tohurt rather badly. Numerous 



individuals will dispute this fact. 
Perhaps they have been taking 
the federal government's adver- 
tisements too seriously. Canada 
is fair from being number one in 
the world! 

In terms of figures. Stats 
Canada uses Low Income Cut-oflf 
at 58.5 percent. If 58.5 percent 
goes to food, shelter and clothing, 
the students are impoverished. 
By definition, a year at university 
costs approximately nine thou- 
sand and around five thousand Is 
spent on tuition, living arrange- 
ments and books The rest Is left to 
be subdivided for food, transport

and money. Bearing In mind that 
nine thousand Is not a common 
Income for students, it becomes 
evident that if they are not hel[>ed 
by OSAP or their parents, it be- 
comes a crisis, especially now that 
OSAP has been severely cut down. 
The need Is there! 

But even the most critical 
needs of the world and commu- 
nity go unrecognized.

It finished with 
the L.U. hockey teeim collecting 
the food.

It doesn't have 
to be physical contact that 
constitutes violence, it Is 
just that physical and 
sexual assault are easier to 
recognize. But emotional 
and psychological assault 
can cut just as deeply.

In Defense of Student Athletes 



November 26, 1992. 
Dear Sir: 

Although the intentions of Profes- 
sor McGregor's letter to you was 
declared at the onset, somehow 
they got lost in his boisterous 
doldrums. The intention of my 
letter is to turn the light on. 

Marc St-Aubin is NOTa swimmer, 
NOR the swimming coach. NOR 
the voice of swimming on cam- 
pus. Otherwise, he is a fine per- 



At the risk of perpetuating the 
boisterous tone of past letters, I 
must make a few observations. 
First, it is not in the best Interest 
of Laurentlan University athletics 
to -pedestal" some sports and rel- 
egate others to oblivion; not even 
by committed if not overzealous 
enthusiasts. It is not healthy to 
compare team sports with Indi- 
vlduaJ sports, unless it is accept- 
able to compare apples with tur- 
keys and risking the possibility of 
being cursed by Mended. It is also 
not fair to compare a social phe- 
nomenon such as soccer with 
sports that has very limited social 
history. The public Interest in the 
game of soccer rides on the coat 
tail of the cultural heritage of 
sports in Europe, transplanted by 
Europeans and the game offers 
an afternoon of inexpensive en- 
tertainment. One can hardly say 
the same for cross country run- 
ning, for example. It takes a tough 



minded athlete to be out there 
alone, no team mates to chat up, 
no spectators to get support, etc. 
Therefore some sports are inher- 
ently popular with large number 
of participants, while other sports 
are where soccer may have been 
20-30 years ago In Canada. Some 
sports are spectator oriented while 
others never will be, issue of ap- 
ples and turkeys. Consequently 
the public interest and support 
may be more covert in some sports. 
If you think those four teams 
(sports) you have listed (not all 
nationally ranked either) are the 
only ones that generate public 
interest in the community and on 
campus, I suggest you have been 
in deep sleep for many years. 
Publicity does not always follow 



The issue, however, is not sports, 
teams, public Interest, etc. and 
budgets. The main issue is stu- 
dent athletes; student athletes 
without compartmentallzation. 
Student athletes, all of them, de- 
serve our admiration and respect. 
They make sacrifices to represent 
pur institution. They all want to 
be good at what they are doing. 
One cannot always measure the 
drudgery and loneliness of train- 
ing by counting the goals scored 
or the colour of the medal. I would 
wager anything on the fact that 
there is not one athlete on cam- 
pus who trains and competes for 
the joy of losing. Some sports 
have had greater success than 



others, but no sport should be 
degraded, not even by obvious 
absence of note or by insinuation. 

I must teike an issue with Profes- 
sor McGregor's lack of a broader 
view and memory of varsity sports. 
Let the following be a partial 
memory teaser. Since 1 974, the 
Varsity Swim Team had at least 
one member on the National Team. 
Since 1974, Laurentlan sent be- 
tween 1-5 athletes annually to the 
CIAU championships. Our ath- 
letes, not mine, have won medals 
of every colour with national 
records and even with world 
records. The Men's Team has 
been CIAU top ten through the 
1991-1992 season and has been 
ranked this season. The women 
have been ranked this year. We 
even had Oljmipians on our tesmi. 
With the exception of one, all other 
athletes were home grown. Your 
perception of the crown may not 
be totally accurate , there are some 
settings in that crown that are as 
bright and dazzling as the one yop 
were referring to Professor 
McGregor. 

Finally, I suggest Sir that ALL 
those who dare to enter the pro- 
verbial arena should be given due 
respect and accolades, they have 
mine.

DON'T BLAME TODAY'S ATHLETES FOR 
LACK OF SUCCESS IN YEARS GONE BY

Normadly I just stay contently 
perched upon the fence and sel- 
dom take sides on any sort of 
issue. I don't believe In senseless, 
unfactual, and non-sympathetic 
bickering simply for the sake of 
having a good argument or in an 
attempt to stir up controversy. I 
simply cannot comprehend what 
pleasure someone attains from 
such childishness. 

However, there are people, for 
instance the editors of the Na- 
tional Enquirer, endless numbers 
of talk-show hosts, and Alex 
McGregor, who relish this sort of 
behavior.

It 
annoys me intensely that I have 
been put in such a position simply 
Ijecause of someone else's arro- 
gance and ignorance. 

The Ignorance to which I am 
referring was presented on two 
occasions in last week's article 
written by Mr. McGregor. Firstly, 
he implied that publicity and rec- 
ognition will follow in the foot- 
steps of success. His opinion 
being that "Publicity is not given. 
It is earned." If such were the case 
then why have we heard so much 
in the last few weeks about the 
Ottawa Senators winless streak. 
And why, in the 1988 Winter Ol- 
ympics, did some English ski- 
jumper steal the headlines from 



many of those athjetes who 
achieved great successes. Fur- 
thermore, wlsy did the original 
Soccer Vees team receive such 
little recognition despite qualify- 
ing for the national champion- 
ships and why, more recently, did 
not Mark Dewan who finished 6th 
out of over 100 runners in the 
OUAA Cross-Country champion- 
ship receive virtually no recogni- 
tion whatsoever. 

No Alex, in the field of sports, 
success Is far from the only crite- 
rion used by the media to deter- 
mine what in their opinion should 
receive publicity and recognition. 
The media seem to have their own 
little set of secret guidelines which 
they use for this purpose. And 
until you are aware of these guide- 
lines I think you should refrain 
from making such blatant re- 
marks. 

The second occurrence of Mr. 
McGregor's lackof knowledge was 
exhibited when he made mention 
of chronic underfundlng for his 
four "prima-donnas" due to the 
selflshnessof "lesser teams." His 
implication being that unless you 
are a successful team, you don't 
deserve the funding. Sounds fair 
to me. But, hey, not every team is 
going to show immediate success 
and unless you give each team the 
opportunity to become success- 
ful, they will always be fighting a 
losing battle. And only a fool 
would believe that all our varsity 
teams have bee given a legitimate 
opportunity to prove themselves 
worth. 

You see Alex, success is highly 
dependent upon the availability 
of coaching, the availability of 
funds, the availability of quality 
competition but also on the avail- 
ability of making changes in a 



program if it is not attaining the 
desired level of success. If a team 
goes on and on without showing 
any Improvement, and the people 
with authority to make changes, 
(either by Increasing and/or' 
changing the coaching staff, or by 
increasing the money available 
for this team, )neglect to do so, 
they are at fault, not the team or 
its athletes. For example, if the 
track & field team wishes to be 
considered successful in the eyes 
of the media and the ignorant we 
must compete against teams who 
have a complement of 50 athletes 
and 6-7 coaches. Our current 
budget allows for a team comple- 
ment of 16 athletes and 1 coach. 
Do you really think the soccer 
team or the basketball teams 
would have been as successful as 
they have been if they could only 
compete with 1/3 of a team. 

One further note - no athlete 
or team should be made to feel 
inferior to any other athlete or 
team simply based on the previ- 
ous lackof success by their pred- 
ecessors. Such Implications are 
prejudice. For this reason Mr. 
McGregor, I fell you owe an apol- 
ogy to a great number of our ath- 
letes who are extremely dedicated 
to their sport and to their school. 



P.S. Alex there are many more 
pleasures in life than the satisfac- 
tion of knowing you can make 
someone very annoyed. Believe 
me I have gotten no satisfaction 
whatsoever from this little "con- 
frontation". You may wish to re- 
spond to this letter but I have said 
my piece and have no intentions 
on further literary battles.

For many students, $62. 1 could go a 
long way; buy groceries for a few weeks, a 
textbook, even three Thursdays at the pub. 
Unfortunately, students at Lauren tian don't 
have a choice as to where this money goes. 
When you pay your incidental fees with 
your tuition, $62.10 is used to purchase 
each and every student a Blue Cross health 
plan. 

A Blue Cross Health Plan you say? Is 
this the first time you have heard about it? 
Not surprising seeing as there Is relatively 
no publicity regarding either availability or 
the mere existence of the plan. 

So what exactly does this plan cover? 
According to a psmiphlet available in the 
SGA office, the plan covers all prescription 
drugs, oral contraceptives, and diabetic 
materials at an eighty jjercent reduction in 
cost. That' s right. You pay Just twenty 
percent of the total cost, a substantial 



savings by any stretch of the imagination. Also 
Included are special treatments such as physi- 
otherapy, massage therapy, speech pathology, 
and psychological, chiropractic and 
naturopathological sessions. It also provides its 
bearer with out of province emergency benefits 
Including hospitalization and physicians fees, 
seeing as Ontarlans out of this province are not 
covered by OHIP. 

Sounds great doesn't it? Sure it does if you are 
a student who has no other access to medical 
coverage. But what about those who do? "Too 
Bad", says the SGA. It is run as an all or nothing 
program whereby money collected by unused 
cards Is used to subsidize the costs of those that 
are used. Approximately one thousand of the 
SGA's 3600 members pick up and subse(|iiently 
use these cards. The other 2600 pay good money 
each year for something they may never use. This 
in turn creates a huge wlnfall of cash for the SGA. 
If they never have to pass the money for unused 
cards on to the Blue cross, then they are left with

City of Sudbury Drums Up Support For 

Sunthetic

Wayne Floreani of the Sud- 
bury Regional Development Cor- 
pwration was on hand at Tuesday. 
November 24th's tenth meeting of 
the S.G.A. Board to discuss the 
Sunthetic Energy Program pro- 
posal for Sudbury. Additional top- 
ics discussed were the upcoming 
White Ribbon Campaign and sum- 
mer course cuts. 

Commissioner of Student Af- 
fairs, Slobhan Karri, Informed the 
S.G.A. Board that Laurentlan 
would be participating In the White 
Ribbon Campaign to commemo- 
rate the deaths of fourteen engi- 
neering students at a Polytechnlcal 
InsUtute In Montreal In 1989. The 
campaign began In order to stop 
violence against women. The White 
Wbbon is worn to commemorate 
the fourteen deaths as well as op- 
position toviolence against women. 
The rlbt)ons will be worn during 
the weeks surrounding December 
16th, which is the date the tragedy 
in Montreal took place. The white 
ribbon can be picked up at the 
reception booth in the RD. Parker 
building and at the S.G.A. olTlce. 
Room 226 in the Student Centre. 

Another Issue covered at the 
meeting was the plans of L.U.'s 
administration to sack most on 
campus summer session courses! 
S.G.A, senator, Tanya Moore, in- 
formed the board that plans to cut 
the summer courses were likely to 
go through. 

This move met with some op- 
position by Board memt>ers. Ian 
Munro, Off-Campus Rep. sug- 
gested that a protest, similar to the 
against late exam schedules, 
should be mounted against the 
administration for this move. 

S.S.R Rep Jodi Emmerton 
suggested that though on the sur- 
face the cuts seem unfair to the 
students who take those courses, 
it may be a question of cost-efli- 
ciency for the university. 

V.P. of Bilingual Affairs added 
that the courses that are offered 



during the summer session are generally 
elective courses for most students and 
they are not usually required for the core of 
most students degrees. Therefore, the loss 
of the course is not that significant to L.U. 
students. 

Finally, S.G.A. President. Ted Clarke, 
suggested to the board that it Is in the best 
interest of the students to retain existing 
courses In order to argue for more relevant 
courses to be offered during summer ses- 
sions in the future. 

The meeting began with Wayne 
Floreanl's discussion of the Sunthetic En- 
ergy Program proposed for Sudbury. It 
Involves the construction of a cogeneratton 
plant in the city. Mr. Floreani suggested 
that the project would be a benefit to 
Sudbury because of the state of the art 
technologies It would bring to the city, as 
well as the boost it would give to the 
economy through Jobs in the area and in 
Northern Ontario. 

Mr. Floreani gave some detciils on 
the project as well as some background 
Information. He outlined the controversy 
surrounding the project explaining that In 
the beginning stages of the project it had 
support from all sources, including On- 
tario Hydro which was supposed to buy 
excess energy produced by the project. 
However, Mr. Floreani suggested that be- 
cause of politics at Ontario Hydro, it with- 
drew Its support of the plan. 

Upon being questioned by members 
of the Board about the lack of support for 
the project, on behalf of three Members of 
Provincial Parliament. Mr. Floreani re- 
sponded that It is the result of the politics 
at Ontario Hydro and its strong lobbying 
mechanism to influence members of the 
government. Mr. Floreani stated that In the 
past Ontario Hydro has had considerable 
pull with the provincial government. "We 
suspect they're calling the shots on this 
one as well." 

In concluding Mr. Floreani recog- 
nized student concerns regarding lack of 
support of the project on the part of mem- 
bers of the government and Ontario Hydro. 
But, he suggested that concerns are un- 
warranted, "We have not heard anyone 
speak negatively about the project except 
Ontario Hydro."

Censorship is defined as "the exam- 
ining of literature, motion pictures etc. and 
to remove or prohibit anything considered 
unsuitable."

In short, all the 
things that make Lobo the popular charac- 
ter that he is. Their children should not be 
exposed to this "rubbish" lest they want to 
become like the Main Man. The issue they

attacked was "The Lobo Paramfttary XMas 
Special." The story line is simple: Lobo is 
hired by the Easter Bunny to kill Kris 
"Krusher" Kringle who is getting too much 
press and making life difficult for the other 
holiday icons. It turns out that Kris is 
running his toy factory as a prison camp 
and is basically not the jolly fellow his 
press clippings make him out to be. Lobo 
goes in, and in true Lobo-fashion, kills St. 
Nick. (As someone who finds Xmas to be 
nothing more than a reason to go into 
bankruptcy in order to buy gifts for greedy 
kids, I found Kris' demise to be quite appro- 
priate!) The CMA objected to the icon- 
bashing and demanded that the Lobo char- 
acter be scrapped.

His charac- 
ters come in all shapes, sizes and colors 
just like in real life. The CMA wrote in to the 
Sandman letter column saying that unless 
Caiman stopped supporting crime and cor-

Nell didn't apolo- 
gize.

CASABLANCA

It might be unfair to say 
that Casablanca is the best movie 
ever made. It wouldn't be out of 
line to say that this 1942 classic 
Hollywood film is the most imi- 
tated, admired, and best - loved 
film In history. 

Starring Humphrey Bogart 
and Ingrid Bergman, Casablanca 
is set In the Moroccan city of the 
film's tide in 1942. World War II 
and the intrigue between the 
Americans, Nazi Germans, and 
the French colonials who ruled 
Morocco until the Nazis overran 
France in 1940 is the subtext of 
the movie's plot and never lingers 
far from the surface. But, the movie 
is really about the doomed ro- 
mance of the American Rick who 
nins a cafe in Casablanca (where 
nearly all the action takes place), 
and Ilsa, his lover in war - torn 
France whom he hasn't seen in 
two years, and whom he has never 
forgotten. We know of this earlier 
romance between Rick and Ilsa 
through a flashback shown about 
two - thirds of the way through the 
film. 



When we meet Rick and 
Ilsa, (Bogart and Bergman), they 
are cool to each other. Ilsa is with 
a French resister whom she has 
feeling's for. but her love for Rick 
soon rises to the surface. The 
movie turns on whether she will 
stay with Rick in Casablanca, or 
escape from the Nazis with the 
resister. The unforgettable foggy 
airport scene between Bogey and 
Bergey is the climax of the movie, 
and I won't spoil it by telling you 
which way Ilsa goes. 

There are other fine per- 
formances in this 102 - minute 
masterpiece which celebrates its 
50th anniversary this month. 
Claude Rains, as the local French 
N£izi puppet who turns the tables 
on his rulers, is particularly good. 
Sam, the black piano player who 
plays the classic "As Time Goes 
By" is superb. Casablanca Is un- 
forgettable, and, if you've never 
seen it, you should. 

It shows this Thursday, 
December 3 at 7PM and 9PM at 
the City Centre Cinema, a presen- 
tation of the Sudbuty Film Soci- 
ety.

Shawn T.T. Maher (bass) and Gregg Gerson 
(drums) were signed by BMG Music Canada, which have spewed out 
such great artists as Jeff Healey, Whitney Houston and Crash Test 
Dummies, it is obvious that they see in Sven Gall a very successful and 
talented band. 

Even though success Is knocking on their door, they take It all In stride, says Dave Wantess. "You 
have to remember that the core of everything Is the song. You can go out with everything turned on 10 

out front, with all these people saying great things 
about you - how good you are, how you're the Next 
Big Thing - but If nobody says anything about your 
songs, your finished." 

Their live performance is no holds barred, a 
real crowd pleaser and raises them to a feavored 
pitch as the band invites everyone on stage with 
them. Sven Gall gives the crowd it's all and the 
crowd greatly appreciates it. When asked, one 

spectator said, "They're a f awesome band, 

man!" What more is their to say? They plan on 
returning to Sudbury sometime next year and will 
in all llkelyhood be many times more well known 
than their last trip to Sudbury.

Album: REI\/I. Automatic 
for tlie People. 1992.

ReductlonIsm In music as In U2's Achtung 
Baby or Peter Gabriel's Us or various Lou Reed 
albums is the hottest, hlppest thing (aside from 
Modonna) in pop music right now. 

REM has been out front and on top of this 
trend as 1990"s Out of Time proves. Abandoning 
their reliance on the rhythm section Mike MUls and 
Bill Berry. REM. which always heavily relied on the 
electric twemger of Peter Buck and Micheal Stipe's 
reedy voice, came to be dominated even more by Stijje 
and Buck. It certainly on 
some songs in Out of Time, 
which stlB was a rock al- 
bum. But on the bands lat- 
est effort, Mills and Beny 

are virtuaUy non-existent, '^^^W^g..^^M -/ 
and right out of the mix. ™™ * *'^ ^■- ^^" 
What gives? 

It seems that REM is 
looking for recognition as a 
folk, rather than a rock 
band. Automatic For the 
People is Strip>e reaching out 
to be heard (a fair cry from 
the band's earliest album 
when the vocals were mum- 
bled and unintelligible). He certainly is but the 
results are mixed. Drive, the first single from the 
album, is a mediocre piece by the high standards of 
this Athens, Georgia band. Other songs resonate 
clearly and potshots at p>olitlcians (Ignoreland) feel 
better now that the problem (Reagan-Bush years) 
seems to have been swept away. 

One misses the beat and hooks and sounds of 
Document and Green when the band kicked out of 
the Jams. Some of this latest album could take care 
of background music at a middle-aged party or on a 
long elevator ride. REM is to good a band to settle for 
that. 



Album: Sade, Love 
Deluxe. 1992.

One might have expected better from Sade 
after a four year hiatus from the studio than we get 
on her latest album. This collection of nine songs 
runs only 45 minutes, somewhat skimpy In the age 
of the 72-minute CD. 

Another problem is Sade's trend towards lighter 
and lighter melodies and ballads. Every cdbum since 
Smooth Operator, through Promise and then Pride 
suggests a mellower Sade sound. Sade is a cool, quiet 
band, better suited to long romance and building 
foreplay rather than a raunchy rock and roll ride 
through orgasmic intercourse. Still, any mellower 
and Sade could be accused 
of Impotence and frigidity. 
The groove is fine none- 
theless and Sade Adu, the 
group's charismatic lead 
singer, tackles social issues 
like unemployment and the 
plight of Somalia in her lyr- 
ics. Her vocal touches are 
smooth and silky, though 
somewhat ref)etlUve. This is 
an album for confirmed Sade 
fans only and isn't likely 
widen the audience for this 
BriUsh band.

In Our Time of 

Eden. 1992.

Natalie Merchant, charismatic lead singer 
for the Boston-based 10,000 Maniacs, Isapopstar 
with a conscience. TTie twenty-something belter 
spent six months working in a homeless shelter 
and also did time in a daycare centre after the band 
finished touring in support of their 1989 release. 
Blind Man's Zoo . Not exactly tjrplcal behavior fhjm 
an up and coming rock star. She also moved to New 
York City, travelled to Europe five times and revis- 
ited her rural roots in upstate Massachusetts. The 
result is the happy-sounding, upbeat In Our Time 
of Eden . 

Merchant has a well-developed sense of 
social justice. She champions the underdog, par- 
ticularly women and children, who often get little 
to cheer about In our male-centred, man-domi- 
nated pop music (heavy metal) culture. Don't get 
the idea that the Maniacs are preachy socialists 
though. They seek out real, human stories and try 
to find the meaning behind them. To Merchant and 
her four piece band, life is tough but not without 
hope. Blind Man's Zoo had some sad songs like 
Dust Bowl Days and the eerie Trouble Me, while the 
new album features happier, more optimistic ma- 
terial. 

Merchant has said she's very hopeful for the 
future, now that Bill Clinton has been elected 
president. If Blind Man's Zoo reflected the sadness 



and depressing tone of the 
nasty, selfish, meaii-splr- 
Ited 1980s, perhaps the 
worst decade of the cen- 
tury (look at Reagan. 
Bush, Thatcher and 
Mulroney if you want 
prool), then In Our Time 
of Eden suggests a hap- 
pier, more hopeful look at 
the 1990s, when people 
might start caring about 
each other once again.

Examination and Tests 

1. When the final evaluation of a 
student's p)erforniance Involves a 
written examination, this shall be 
not less than one hour In duration 
and shall take place after the end 
of the regular class period for the 
term cind In accordance with a 
schedule prepared by the Office of 
the Registrar. 

2. When a mid-term test In a 
Winter Session full-yejir course 
Involves a written examination 
which Is longer thcin one hour In 
duration, this test shall take place 
after the end of classes for the 
term and In accordance with a 
schedule prepared by the Office of 
the Registrar. 

3. During the regular Winter Ses- 
sion, classroom tests are not to be 
longer In duration than the regu- 
lar scheduled class jieriod. 

4. During the regular Winter Ses- 
sion, no classroom tests are to be 
given during the last week of the 
first or second term. 

5. Notwithstanding the above, 
where the final evaluation of a 
student's performance Includes 
an oral examination, take-home 
examination. Jury examination, 
major project or case study, such 
are to be completed no later than 
the last day of classes for the 
term. 

6. Notwithstanding the above, the 
final laboratory tests In those 



courses where such Is required 
are normally held during the last 
laboratory period for the term. 
7. No tests or examinations may 
be held during the ofllclal exami- 
nation f>eriod other than those 
scheduled by the Ofllce of the 
Registrar. 
Special Elxamlnations 

Requests for special exami- 
nations must be submitted to the 
Registrar with supporting docu- 
mentation. Requests for special 
examinations will only be consid- 
ered If a student Is in good aca- 
demic standing in the course and 
has met one or more of the follow- 
ing criteria: 

(a) a student was 111 and unable to 
be present or to adequately pre- 
pare for the examination (this must 
be substantiated by a medical 
certificate); 

(b) a student was unable to be 
present or to adequately prepare 
for the examination due to a leg£d 
obligation such as Jury duty, wit- 
ness, defendant, etc.; 

(c) a personal or family tragedy 
occurred which would prevent a 
student from being present or fix>m 
adequately preparing for the ex- 
amination. 

If the request for a special 
examination Is granted, the stu- 
dent must contact the Ofllce of 
the Registrar to make arrange- 
ments for the writing of the exami- 
nation. There Is a fee of $30 p)er 
examination.
